The 
bottom of the ski is coated with 
a special plastic to reduce fric- 
tion. The ‘‘belly’’ of the airplane 
itself is covered with fiberglas 
panels to protect the skin 
against chunks of ice and snow 
which may be flung up on land- 
ings and take-offs. 

The snow ski has been found 
both practical and versatile on 
small planes and larger ones, 
such as the DC3, familiar to 
the airlines until a few years 
ago.

of its 1907 incidence, but TB still 
kills more people than any other 
communicable disease and _ still 
holds a terrible first place among 
all disease killers of Americans 
between 15 and 45 years of age. 

No single money-raising cam- 
paign in the nation shows better 
the results of achieving a broad 
base of giving.

On Both Sides 


There once was a man up in 
Bristol 
Who shot at a guy with a pistol; 
He hurried to flee 
Into east Tennessee, 
Yet got caught with the pistol in 
Bristol. 


From Bristol in east Tennessee 
to Memphis is 530 miles. From 
Bristol in east Tennessee to Bris- 
tol in southwest

Other 
cities are contiguous at state lines, 
but none as snug as the twin 
Bristols. 


It was not always thus. For a 
time it was worse. 

That was when the Tennessee 
line was on the north side of Main 
(now State) street. Thus Tennes- 
see was charged with street up- 
keep, but half the stores were in 
Virginia and paid no street tax. 

Tennessee didn’t like that. On 
the other hand, Virginia Bristol 
didn’t like Tennessee police snatch- 
ing folks off the north sidewalk. 

Finally Tennessee cleared up 
the situation somewhat by ceding 
the north side of State street 
to the Old Dominion. 


There was a time earlier when 
proximity nearly led to a_ shoot- 
ing war. Bob Loving of the Bris- 
tol Herald-Courier tells about it 
in his book “Double Destiny.’’ 


A Tennessee waterworks firm 
moved to extend across to .the 
Virginia side. The Virginians re- 
sisted. Armed men glared across 
the street at each other. 


Two of them moved out to what 
might have: been mortal combat. 
One of them fell in the water- 
works ditch, the other tumbled 
in on top his adversary. Both 
sides broke down in_ laughter. 
That settled the argument in the 
main. 


Years after when Tennessee 
passed a sales tax, Virginia Bris- 
tol accommodated with. a city 
tax to ease the economic pres- 
sure on their neighbors. They 
used the city tax to build a fine 
high school. 


Today the two Bristols (com- 
bined pop. 42,000) operate with 
two post offices, two city gov- 
ernments, two police departments, 
and two school systems. Lawyers 
like Albert (Buddy) Cooper must 
know two codes, insurance men 
like Bob Boswell must know two 
sets of rates. 


The twins have one Chamber of 
Commerce and one set of civic 
clubs. 

Both Bristols are dry. Spirits 
are available in Abingdon, 
Va., 15 miles away or from boot- 
leggers, I’ was told, on identifi- 
cation.

Looks It But 
Is Sound

Javier Pereira, Colombian In- 
dian, is reputed to be the oldest| 
living human. A group of New | 
York physicians found this man of | 
167 years of age physically sound, | 
with no evidence of hardening of 
the arteries. | 

But he looks old, substantiating 
the accepted idea that the skin mir- 
rors changes brought on by time 
and exposure. Appearance still is | 
a good yardstick to estimate an| 
individual's age. | 


Overexposure to sun and wind! 
causes premature aging of the skin. | 
This is most noticeable in sailors 
and farmers as well as in men and | 
women who spend week-ends hunt- | 
ing, fishing or sunbathing. 

The state of the glandular sys-' 
tem also affects the skin, and we 
all know that a youthful complex- 
ion runs in certain families. | 

The earliest signs of aging begin | 
during the teen-age years. The 
forehead becomes furrowed, fol- 
lowed by a crease between the root 
of the nose and the angles of the 
mouth. In another 15 to 20 years, 
the repeated contraction of facial 
muscles, combined with loss of 
skin tone, will carve out wrinkles 
galore. |
